RESOLUTIONS 

Weio Delhi, the 5 th January 1962 

No. Ch(l)-3(2)/61. —The Tariff Commission has submitted Its report on the 
continuance of price control on the Calcium Carbide Industry. It has recom¬ 
mended that the ex-worka selling price of this Important raw material, should 
be controlled for sometime more and fixed, as under:— 
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2 . Government have carefully considered the above recommendations, and find 
that the Increase In the price proposed by the Commission Is due to the Increased 
rates of consumptlcoi of raw materials and the costs of raw materials used. It is 
felt that there is no Justification for a higher rate of raw material consumption 
than that estimated previously by the Tariff Commission in 1968 , Taking this 
factor into account, it has been decided to fix the ex-worka selling price of Calcium 
Carbide per 50 Kg, as follows:— 
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3. The above prices are exclusive of transportation charges from the factory, 
local taxes, selling commission etc. Bulk consumers having a consumption of 10 
tonnes per month and above on a regular basis will be supplied at the above ex~ 
works selling price without any addition of selling commission. In other cases the 
selling commission shall not exceed Rs. 4/- per 50 Kg. These prices shall come 
Into force with effect from the date of publication of this Resolution and be opera¬ 
tive till 31st December, 1962.

No. Ch.(I)-e(9)/61.—The Tariff Commission has submitted Its Report on the 
prices to be fixed for Soda Ash. The Conunission has recommended that,— 

(I) The celling price (ex-works) of light Soda Ash should be fixed at Rs. 20 

per 50 Kg. exclusive of the excise duty which Is. at present, Rs. 20 
per tonne. 

(II) The ceiling price of heavy Soda Ash sold ex-work.s, conforming to I.S.I. 

Spedfleation No. IS;251 of 1060 as subseouently amended, should be 
fixed at Rs, 21'50 per 50 Kg., exclusive of the excise duty which Is, 
at present, Rs. 20 per tonne. 

(ill) The selUng price of Soda Ash, both light and heavy, should he fixed 
on an ex-works basis only. 

2, Govcr.iment have carefully considered Ihe above recommendations of the 
Commi.sslon. Taking into account the manufacturing costs In the units examined 
by the Commission and the scope for economy In establishment and labour costs 
In the higher cost unit to which attention has been drawn by the Commission, 
it has been decided as follows:— 

(a) The ceiling price fex-works) of light Soda Ash should be fixed at 

Rs. 19 per .lO Kg. In fixing this price Government are satisfied that 
it v,dll provide a reasonable return to the capital employed in the 
high cost unit and at the same time Impress on such units the 
desirability of Improving tbelr efficiency and reducing the conver¬ 
sion charges; 

(b) With a view to protecting the Interests of consumers situated away 

from the prod-uclng centres. Soda Ash should also be made available 
at ex-port~town prices which shall be the nrice of Rs. 380 per tonne 
referred to above plus a freight charge of Rs. 15 per tenne for West 
Coast ports (Bombay and Cochin) and Rs. 25 per tonne for East 
Coast ports (Madras, VIzagapatnam and Calcutta): 

(c) The ceiling price of Heavy Soda Ash sold ex-works or ex-port-towns 

shall he Rs. 20 per tonne above the celling prices for light Sbda Ash, 
as at present; 

(d) Consumers shall be free to purchase Soda Ash at ex-works or ex-port- 

town prices, according to their discretion; 

(e) The above celling prices aye inclusive of selling commission, but 

exclusive of transportation and handling charges ex-works, local 
taxes & excise duty etc.; 

(f) These prices will come into force with effect from the date of the 

publication of this Resolution and be in operation till 31st December, 
1902.
